TWO WITNESSES

Ralph E. Sires, phothonotary and 
I clerk of courts of Warren County, 
re-enacted the scene yesterday. He 
showed the jury how he ducked 
behind a desk to avoid the bullets 
W’hich whizzed through the court­ 
room.

Moon stood up and deliberately 
opened the right flap of his Jacket. 
I could see the outline of this gun. 
I saw him start to reach for this 
; gun. 
“I immediately Jumped up from 
the chair and ran through the 
door.”

I listened calmly but seemd pale as 
the state began presenting its evi­ 
dence. Before the testimony started 
Moon had heard the prosecution 
ask for the death penalty.

Sgt. Edward Crowders, a state 
police specialist in small arms, 
later testified the pistol fired the 
bullets identified as those which 
killed the Jurist.

WASHINGTON Uh — A cloud of 
w certainty hung over the future 
of the McCarthy-Army hearings to­ 
day.

FRENCH POUND 
RED HIGHWAY 
IN INDOCHINA

HANOI, 
Indochina 
OB — The 
French high command reopened 
all-out air attacks today on Com­ 
munist-led Vietminh troops stream ­ 
ing eastw ard from Dien Bien Phu 
along a highway neutralized since 
Friday as a hospital route for rebel 
wounded. 
The French at the same time 
kept up their efforts to secure re ­ 
sumption of evacuation of French 
Union troops wounded in the fall of 
the northwest Indochina fortress 
which held out 56 days against the 
rebels. 
As the American-supplied w ar­ 
planes 
roared 
out 
once 
more 
against the road leading from Dien 
Bien Phu toward the vital Red 
River Delta, a three-man French 
mission flew by helicopter to Dien 
Bien Phu this morning to press 
for rebel acceptance of a six-point 
evacuation 
plan. 
including 
a 
French offer to treat and return 
gravely wounded Vietminh troops. 
Midnight Is Deadline 
French broadcasts had told the 
Vietminh the air attack on the 70- 
mtle highway between Dien Bien 
Phu and Son La—main route to­ 
ward the Delta—would start again 
unless the rebels agreed to the 
French plan by midnight last night. 
The

answer was received. At ll a m. 
today bombing of the highway was 
resumed, a massive assault by B26 
and. Privateer bombers, and fight­ 
ers from land and carrier bases. 
Son La %is 80 miles from the 
westernmost

These are 
expected to be the next target of 
the four Vietminh divisions which 
crushed the fortress of Dien Bien 
Phu. 
The French had stopped bomb­ 
ing this highway last Friday after 
the rebels had agreed to permit 
evacuation of 753 of the 1,300 to 
2,000 F r e n c h Union wounded 
caught at Dien Bien Phu w’hen it 
fell. 
Wants Wounded Moved 
Rebel Gen. Vo Nguyen Clap in­ 
sisted that the French must hold 
their fire on the highway so his 


own wounded could be moved. 
The French contended later Giap 
actually was using the highway to 
funnel troops and war m ateriel 
toward the Red River delta, seen 
by the French command as the 
next big rebel targ e t 
I 
When Jhe French found they 
could move only ll wounded in 
two days by helicopter and small 
planes, and Clap refused to permit 
repair of the airstrip to let bigger 
planes land, the high command 
said it was no longer bound to 
hold off its air strikes. 
It said that such an airlift would 
take at least a month and by then 
Giap could move out all his men 
and m ateriel. 
Late last night the French com­ 
mander in chief, Gen. Henri Na­ 
varre. broadcast an offer to sup­ 
ply engineers and heavy equip­ 
ment for putting the shell and 
trench-pocked Dien Bien Phu run­ 
way back into shape on condition 
that both men and m ateriel be 
returned after the operation. 
He asked that once the m ercy 
flights were resumed, no ceiling be 
placed on the number of planes 
allowed to land and take off. 
Navarre p l e d g e d the rebel 
wounded would be returned to the 
Vietminh after their recovery.

HAFEY TODAY 


SCRANTON, Pa. OP—'Thousands 
of Catholics of the Scranton Dio­ 
cese today paid final tribute (o 
Bishop William J. Hafey, who died 
Wednesday after serving as their 
spiritual leader for 16 years.
